dent and as an individual, Lee has 
added to the heritage of BYU — a 
heritage that asks us all to be a little 
better, to try a little harder. 

Last May when President Lee ac- 
cepted the appointment as the 10th 
president of BYU, he said he has 
loved BYU since coming here as a 
freshman in 1953. Lee interrupted his 
schooling to serve a 2 1/2 year mission 


for the Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- @ 


ter-day Saints in Mexico. He re- 
turned to BYU after his mission and 
was student body president for the 
1959-60 school year. Lee graduated in 
1960. 

President Lee went on to earn a 
juris doctorate, graduating at the top 
of his class from the University of 
Chicago in 1963. President Lee prac- 
ticed law in his native Arizona but 
was never away from BYU for long. 

In 1971 President Lee returned to 
BYU to become the founding dean of 
the J. Reuben Clark Law School. He 
was dean until 1975 and again from 
1977 to 1981. From 1975 to 1977, 
President Lee served as Assistant 
U.S. Attorney General. He entered 
government service again as U.S. So- 
licitor General from 1981 to 1985. In 
1985 Lee returned to BYU as a pro- 
fessor of constitutional law, but as a 
partner in a law firm, he continued to

BYU traditions change, 
but some stay the same

Some things last forever — things 
like Washington D.C. traffic jams, 
lines at the bookstore, temple mar- 
riage and even some BYU traditions. 
Other things — like a good pizza, 
twist cones and other traditions — 
are many times momental flings. 

The white “Y” on the mountain east 
of BYU began, as many traditions 
have begun and ended, as a momental 
fling and with a conflict. 

According to “Brigham Young Uni- 
versity — A School of Destiny” by 
Ernest L. Wilkinson and W. Cleon 
Skousen, in 1906 the junior class clan- 
destinely ascended the hillside east of 
campus and painted an ’07 to com- 
memorate their upcoming graduation 
year. 

The other classes, not to be out- 
done, flocked to the hillside like flies 
to whitewash their own graduating 
year. Needless to say it was not a 
pretty sight. 

“To prevent further clashes, Pres. 
(George) Brimhall consented to hav- 
ing Ernest Partridge and three of his 
students ... survey the letters “B,” 
“Y” and “U” on the mountain. After 
the letters were laid out, the whole 
student body joined together to 
whitewash them,” wrote Wilkinson 
and Skousen. 


The “Y,” which claimed at one time 
to be the largest school letter in the 
country, was the only letter com- 
pleted. 

It took six hours to finish the “Y” 
and everyone was exhausted, wrote 
Harvey Fletcher, who was then a stu- 


dent and later a dean at BYU’s Col- 


lege of Physical and Engineering Sci- 
ences. “No attempt was made to 
cover the other two letters.” 

The day that was later chosen to 
re-whitewash and maintain the “Y” 
became known as “Y” Day. 

Everyone on campus had to take 
part in the festivities of “Y” day, ac- 
cording to Gary James Bergera and 
Ronald Priddis in their book, 
“Brigham Young University, A 
House of Faith.” 

“Participation for all male students 
was enforced by student govern- 
ment’s anonymous ‘Benevolent Order 
of Hair Removers. From ‘Y’ Day 
Sluffers,’ an ad hoe group which 
shaved heads and painted iodine ‘Y’s 

on the victim’s faces,” wrote 


‘Bergera and Priddis. 


With a little less force, BYU’s 
present student service organization, 
at the request of former BYU Presi- 
dent Jeffrey R. Holland, resurrected 
“Y” Day with the service emphasis 
that now characterizes it. 

This student “government” has

Who owned club where 87 died in fire? 


NEW YORK — Prosecutors on Tuesday investigated the tangled owner- 
ship of the Happy Land Social Club to determine whether the landlords, 
including actress Kathleen Turner’s husband, share responsibility for a fire 
that killed 87 people. 

The district attorney’s office also said a grand jury had begun hearing 
evidence against Julio Gonzalez, a 36-year-old Cuban emigre who reportedly 
confessed to setting the fire at the illegal discotheque early Sunday. 

“We'll have a made case even if he backs out of the confession,” said Edward 
McCarthy, spokesman for the Bronx prosecutor’s office. 

Gonzalez allegedly bought $1 worth of gasoline and ignited it in the doorway 
to the two-story unlicensed club after a fight with his ex-girlfriend, who 
worked there. The club had no emergency exits, no second-story windows, no 
fire sprinklers; the victims had neither the time nor the means to escape. 

The building that housed the club was leased to Happy Land’s operator by 
Miss Turner’s husband, Jay Weiss, who in turn had leased it from one of New 
York’s major real estate operators, Alex DiLorenzo III. 

McCarthy said the issue of landlord responsibility wasn’t clear. Prosecutors 
still had to determine whether anyone beyond the club operator, Elias Colon, 
who died in the fire, knew the building had been served with notices of building 
code violations. 


Inmate confined as officials investigate 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah State Prison inmate Kenneth Glen Roberts 
was in stricter confinement Tuesday as state corrections officials launched a 
criminal investigation of his armed abduction of a guard. 

Department of Corrections spokesman Dave Franchina said Executive 
Director Gary DeLand planned to disclose Friday what legal and disciplinary 
actions would be taken against Roberts. 

At that time, prison authorities also will release eight pages of complaints 
written by Roberts, who demanded during the standoff that the information 
be given to the news media. 

No one was injured Monday when the inmate took the unidentified guard 
hostage at knifepoint for about 3 hours, surrendering after DeLand agreed to 
look into claims that Roberts is being discriminated against for his crimes. 

Roberts was on an unsupervised release from serving a rape sentence in 
1982 when he shot and paralyzed one woman and kidnapped another. 


Census Bureau opens more phone lines 


WASHINGTON — The Census Bureau is increasing the number of 
telephone help lines after receiving nearly 50,000 calls over the weekend, the 
agency said Tuesday. 

The toll-free service for people with questions about the census opened 
Friday with 390 lines available. The total is now being increased to 460 lines. 

“The volume of calls we’re receiving means there is a high degree of 
awareness and support for the census. But obviously we don’t want people to 
get a busy signal when they call,” said census director Barbara Everitt 
Bryant. 

The assistance lines are staffed from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m., local time, seven days 
a week.

Halston dies after 18-month AIDS battle 


SAN FRANCISCO — Halston, the designer who created the pillbox hat 
that Jacqueline Kennedy made chic and whose star-studded circle of friends 
included Andy Warhol and Liza Minnelli, has died of AIDS-related cancer. He 
was 57. 

He died in his sleep at Pacific Presbyterian Medical Center Monday night. 
His brother, Robert Frowick, said Tuesday that Halston had suffered from 
AIDS for the last 18 months and died of a related cancer called Kaposi’s 
sarcoma. 

Known worldwide for his simple and sexy creations, Halston designed 
clothes for such celebrities as Lauren Bacall, Minnelli and Bianca Jagger. 
Bacall dubbed him “Halstie Baby,” and once ordered 75 outfits priced at $200 
to $1,000 each. ae 2 % i 

“The Halston label on a dress or. perfume tells a woman that what she’sg 
buying will be recognized as ‘right,”” Vogue magazine once said, “that it’s more 
than just stylish, it’s in good taste.” 


Rocky statue homeless in Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA — “Rocky” fans have lost another round in their bout to 
return a bronze statue of their hero to the top of the Art Museum steps, where 
it had stood before the skyline as Sylvester Stallone did in the movie. 

The Art Commission voted 4-3 Monday to prevent the statue from being 
placed permanently anywhere on the museum grounds. Under the city char- 
ter, the commission has final say about the placement of art objects on public 
land. 

The Art Commission said it would consider a suggestion to put the statue in 
the Italian Market, the neighborhood that was home to the fictional Rocky 
Balboa. 

The statue, commissioned for “Rocky III,” had been moved back to the 
museum steps earlier this year to be used in the filming of “Rocky V.” Rocky 
fans wanted the statue left there, but museum president Robert Montgomery 
Scott said the statue is a movie prop — not art — and demanded it be moved.

Real integrity can be learned 
through “hands-on” experience, dis- 
covering news events, investigating 
them, interviewing first-hand 
sources, and reporting them. Unless 
you can find a feasible way to send

Those who have something to 
give to humanity revel in their work and do not 
have to rationalize, advertise, or evangelize to 
make themselves feel good about what they are 
doing. 

In my latest class a graduating honors student 
in business management wrote this — the assign- 
ment was to compare oneself with some charac- 
ter in the Pearl of Great Price, and he quite 
seriously chose Cain: 

Many times I wonder if many of my desires 
are too self-centered. Cain was after personal 
gain. He knew the impact of his decision to kill 
Abel. Now, I do not ignore God and make mur- 
derous pacts with Satan; however, I desire to get 
gain. Unfortunately, my desire to succeed in 
business is not necessarily to help the Lord’s 
kingdom grow (a refreshing bit of honesty). 
Maybe I am pessimistic, but I feel that few busi- 
nessmen have actually dedicated themselves to 
the furthering of the Church without first desir- 
ing personal gratification. As a business major, 
I wonder about the ethics of business — “charge 
as much as possible for a product which was 
made by someone else who was paid as little as 
possible. You live on the difference.” As a busi- 
nessman will I be living on someone's industry 
and not my own? Will I be contributing to soci- 
ety, or will I receive something for nothing, as 
did Cain? While being honest, these are difficult 
questions for me. 


Most of you are here today only because you 
believe that this charade will help you get ahead 
in the world. We have been swept up in a total 
dedication to “the economy” which like the mas- 
sive mud slides of our Wasatch Front, is rapidly 
engulfing and suffocating everything. If Presi- 
dent Kimball is “frightened and appalled” by 
what he sees, I can do no better than to conclude 
with his words: “We must leave off the worship of 
modern day idols and a reliance on the “arm of 
flesh,” for the Lord has said to all the world in our 
day, “I will not spare any that remain in Babylon” 

‘\(“The False Gods We Worship,” Ensign, July 
1976, p.6). And Babylon is where we are. 

In a forgotten time, before the Spirit was ex- 
changed for the office and inspired leadership for 
ambitious management, these robes were de- 
signed to represent withdrawal from the things 
of this world — as the Temple robes still do. That 
we may become more fully aware of the real 
significance of both is my prayer in the name of 
Jesus Christ. Amen.

About 20 years ago, BYU stu- 
dents in the liberal 60s era were 
writing letters to the editor not only 
to gripe about familiar issues, such 
as the parking problem, Utah driv- 
ers, and dress standards at BYU, 
but also serious problems of their 
time, such as the Vietnam war.

We ought 
to forget fees and parking areas, 
and put in parking meters!” 

Some problems unique to Utah 
seem to cling on through the years. 
Back in 1969, students from out-of- 
state were complaining about the 
Utah drivers just as much as today. 

Dennis Bernards, on March 27, 
1969, wrote, “I have lived and 
driven in various cities outside of 
Utah and I honestly feel more com- 
fortable, and safer, driving out- 
bound on the San Bernardino Free- 
way at 5 p.m., on a week night than 
I do driving on a Provo street on a 
Sunday afternoon.” 

Students in the 60s griped and

tional stories break, they should con- 
tinue learning their profession where 
it can be learned best. Stories of local 
interest should continue to receive 
prominence in The Daily Universe. 
My suggestion to Darrin: don‘t rely 
on one medium as your only source of 
news and information.

Ryan Thomas, assistant dean of 
Student Life, said the dress code 
changes “as interest in modification 
of the dress and grooming standards 
emerge,” and the changes are ap- 
proved by the Board of Trustees. 

He said although changes have 
been discussed in past years, the 
Dress Code will not be altered in the 
near future. 

These standards exist so students 
will reflect their commitment to edu- 
cation in their dress, Thomas said.

VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — Lithua- 
nia’s leaders on Tuesday angrily ac- 
cused Moscow of “inexcusable ag- 
gression” and of kidnapping. its 
citizens after Soviet troops stormed 
two hospitals: in a harsh roundup of 
army deserters. 

Later, the Kremlin ordered all for- 
eigners to leave the republic, which 
declared independence March 11. So- 
viet troops occupied a fifth Commu- 
nist Party building in Vilnius, the cap- 
ital. 

Washington and other foreign gov- 


Gorbachev had refused their calls. 

Soviet soldiers stormed two hospi- 
tals before dawn Tuesday and seized 
28 Lithuanian deserters who had 
sought refuge, the official Tass news 
agency said. Lithuanian television 
said two genuine mental patients 
were accidentally seized, but that the 
soldiers let them go later. 

Witnesses said some deserters 
were beaten as they were taken from 
a run-down psychiatric hospital in 
Vilnius. A trail of blood led down the 
steps and out the front door of the 
hospital.

Orem City Council decided Tues- 
day, to distribute $600,000 from 
Community Development Block 
Grant funds to 17 community pro- 

| grams which help low to modeérate- 
income citizens. 

Several of the groups made pleas 
to the council members for approxi- 
mately $1.2 million. 

Ross Cheesman, a local dentist, 
was successful in securing $2,000 for 
his program to give dental care to 


homebound patients in Utah 
County. He originally requested 
$25,000. Councilmember Lucile 


Steelman said at least the dentists 
who are donating their time will see 
the city has an interest in the den- 
tistry program for the homebound. 
The Orem Community Hospital 
was not successful in its request to 
receive $5,000 more than the sum 
recommended by the citizen’s com- 
mittee which researched each indi- 
vidual case. One representative 
from the hospital said, “Through our 
program individuals are able con-

tribute rather than drain on soci- 


ety.” Welfare funds are being ab- 
sorbed and we have a waiting list of 
people who need help, she said. 

The hospital facility did receive 
$11,000 from the allocated CDBG 
funds. 

City Manager Daryl] Berlin said, 
“We are one of the few communities 
in the state who uses CDBG funds to 
benefit programs in the commu- 
nity.” Other cities don’t want to 
bother with the hard decisions that 
must be made. 

One member of the citizen’s com- 
mittee expressed a concern about 
the $200,000 of the CDBG funds that 
is being used to purchase Scera Park 
from Scera theaters so a new cul- 
tural arts center can be built. “I'don’t 
see it being worthy of the money 
which is suppose to benefit low to 
moderate-income people,” she said. 

Mayor Blaine Willes said the city 
intends to keep the park because it 
provides a lot of service to the low to 
moderate-income people. Some- 
times people can only afford to go to 
a park and have a pienic or play base- 
ball, he said.

Director makes Candida 


fitthe times,

In an era plagued with fears of nu- 
clear and viral devastation in which 
insecure men and women are torn by 
the diverse expectations they make of 
each other, the straight presentation 
of George Bernard Shaw’s Candida 
with its smugly self-confident central 
character would prove more an 
anachronistic irritation than a conso- 
lation. 

Described by its author as “a pleas- 
ant play,” the philosophy behind Can- 
dida is anything but that. The plot 
concerns a worldly wise, confident 
and morally strong clergyman’s wife, 
Candida, who is forced to choose be- 
tween declaring her allegiance to her 
‘bombastic and pompous husband, 
‘Rev. Morell, or. leaving with the 
,young and passionate poet, Eugene 
Marchbanks, who desires to ‘save’ her 

from her husband’s ‘tyrannies..’ 

In the end, the play asserts that 
‘this moral paragon chooses the 
‘weaker man because he needs her the 

most — Shaw’s central thesis being 
that women ‘make’ their men, and are 
their moral and intellectual superiors. 
Yecch!!! 

However, director Charles Metten 
has ‘corrected’ Shaw’s Candida in an 
interesting production which reflects 
the insecurities of the time, as well as 
the present moral ambiguities of men 
and women, rendering it both worthy 

‘and relevant. In short, Metten’s revi- 
,Sionist Shaw exposes the lies of the 
'past to offer a possible illumination 
iand direction for the future. 
' His greatest success is in eliciting 
performances which effectively sup- 
port such an interpretation. Instead 
of playing Rev. James Morell as the 
prescribed ‘pig-headed’ and pompous 
hypocrite, Ivan Crosland interprets 
. the clergyman as a sympathetic char- 
acter who is hurt and humbled by his 
wife and Eugene who allege that hejis 
more,in love with preaching than xeli- 


gion. 
As Eugene, J. Todd Adams deliv- 
ers a stand-out performance as the 


, epitome of a blind, love-smitten youth 


given to rapturous excesses of poetic 
expression in order to discredit the 
clergyman and secure his wife. But 
the most crucial turn is in Metten’s 
casting of Rosanna Ungerman as 
Candida. 

The subject of much diverse de- 
scription in the exposition, we are 
much surprised by the sort of crea- 
ture that makes her entrance late in 
Act 1. Though the script calls for a 
supposedly more mature woman in 
her mid-30s, Ungerman’s seemingly 
younger Candida is fair of face and 
pleasant of voice, but lacks both the 
presence and manner to imply her su- 
periority. 

As such she emerges a capricious 
girl with an attitude that conveys

more the ‘airiness’ of a fickle nature 
than ‘breezy’ security of conviction. 
As a result, her espoused philoso- 
phies emerge as superficial and her 
desires to teach Eugene about love 
border more on ‘cruel’ sexual teasings 
rather than sincere concern. 

Having thrown off the show’s equi- 
librium by undermining its moral and 
authoritative central character, what 
we are presented with is a more inter- 
esting — albeit more cynical — real- 
ity. In this interpretation, Candida’s 
pequently espoused virtues are truly 
in the mind of Eugene alone, render- 
ing his obsession with her all the more 
realistic and irrational. 

Such treatment also defuses the fa- 
mous speech in Act III when Candida 
humiliates her husband by exposing 
all his weaknesses in front of March- 
banks (capped by her husband’s 
groveling admission: “You're right ... 
I am nothing without you.”) to the 
extent that male audience members 
do not stone the castrating wench. 

The downside of Candida’s being 
divorced of moral strength is that no 
one else possesses it either, prevent- 
ing an audience from identification 
with any one character. However, 
this too is more realistic. In our en- 
lightened times, beyond the occa- 
sional Olympic winner acknowledged 
as merely athletically superior, we 
have no more true heroes. 

We have seen their weaknesses and 
dethroned them. And indeed, no one 
can or should have to bear the burden 
of being an infallible paragon, because 
it is not real. We are all struggling to 
become better people, influenced for 
bad or worse by each other, and 
Metten’s “Candida” reflects this. It is 
a call- for equality — for while 
Metten’s interpretation renders ev- 
eryone morally ambitious, it issues a 
challenge to rise to the occasion. 

In working against the grain of this 
dated classic, I applaud. Metten for his 
verve, forhe has gi 


tive life to a playwright whosé-ex- 


treme naar “might otherwise 
have proven an affront to a modern 
audience. As such, though it is not for 
Shaw purists, Metten’s Candida of- 
fers evidence enough that BYU is en- 
tirely capable of producing a valuable 
contribution to the arts.

Dollar theater rates ma y increase

Even on student-size budgets, 
BYU moviegoers and thrifty daters 
can dish out a dollar to enjoy a night 
with a big-screen movie. 

But the dollar theater may be slid- 
ing into entertainment history. 

In May 1989, Paramount Commu- 


nications began charging the discount f 
theaters what they call a "per capita § 


fee’ — a minimum of $1.05 per adult 
ticket sold and 75 cents per child or 35 
percent of the theater’s overall take, 
whichever is higher. 


Discount theaters usually pay 35 ° 
percent of ticket sales plus an 8 per- - 


cent tax. 

If other motion-picture studios fol- 
low Paramount, the third ranked 
movie-maker in 1988, it would mean 
curtains for many discount theaters, 
said the president of the National As- 
sociation of Discount Theaters. 

Jack Clark, who began the associa- 


tion last year, said the per capita pol- @ 
icy would force discount theaters to | 
raise. ticket prices to at least $3 in ' 


order to keep their share ‘of ticket 
revenue at 65 percent. 

“This could destroy many the- 
aters,” Clark said. “We're fighting 
the battle on a day-to-day basis.” 

Clark said the battle would subside 
only if Congress takes legislative ac- 
tion against the per capita policy. 

In response to Paramount’s an- 
nouncement, Cinemark and other dis- 
count theaters are collecting petitions 
filled out by theater customers. Many 
theaters have boycotted Paramount 
films, beginning with “Indiana Jones 
and the Last Crusade” released last 
spring. 

Movies 8 theater in Orem, a mem- 
ber of the association, has joined the 
campaign to prevent being forced out 
of business. Brochures and boxes set 
up around the theater invite patrons 
to protest Paramount’s policy. 

Clark said he collects petitions, or- 
ganizes them by congressional dis- 
tricts, and sends them to the district’s 
legislature. Petitions also go to Mar- 
tin Davis, chairman of Paramount 
Communications and Jack Valenti, 
president of the Motion Picture Asso- 
ciation of America. 

Greg Herman, office manager of 
Movies 8, said many have been sent 
directly to Orrin Hatch. 

“Quite a few have been taken by 
hand to Orrin Hatch in D.C.,” Her- 
man said. 

However, Hatch’s press secretary 
said he does not know if the petitions 
were received. 

So far Clark has collected 100,000 
petitions overall and “we’re not done 
collecting them yet,” he said. 

Ina letter to Paramount, Thomas 
A. Luken, chairman of the Subcom- 
mittee on Transportation and Haz- 
ardous Materials charged with over- 
seeing the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commission, said Congress was “con- 
cerned about possible illegal activities 
to eliminate discounters.” 

The Subcommittee on Economic 
and Commercial Law will be investi- 
gating possible anti-competitive and 
anti-consumer actions of Paramount. 


“Paramount says discount theaters' 


are eroding the market,” because con- 
sumers will go to a dollar movie be- 
fore regularly priced theaters, Clark 
said. 

Barry London, president of 
Paramount’s Motion Picture Group, 
wrote in a letter to Luken explaining

Clark said the per capita issue is 
just one of the problems discount the- 
aters face.

The answer to a more respectable 
schedule lies in dumping the Utah 
State Aggies from BY U’s non-confer- 
ence schedule. 

BYU should dump the Aggies from 
the schedule for four reasons. 

The first is a victory over the Ag- 
gies does nothing for BYU. BYU has 
nothing to gain and everything to lose 
by playing the Aggies. If BYU wins, 
it is not a quality win in the eyes of the 
nation. If USU plays BYU close itis a 
moral victory for the Aggies. If USU 
lucks out and wins, it’s the upset of 
the year.

The fourth reason is USU has no 
class. In December, when BYU was 
playing a basketball game against 
USU in Logan, USU fans held up 
Playboy centerfolds behind the bas- 
ket when BYU was shooting free 
throws.

Team- 
mate Jay Miller led the nation in pass 
receiving and the Cougars finished 
second nationally in passing and 
eighth in total offense. 

The Cougars, predicted to finish in 
seventh place in the Western Athletic 
Conference, tied for second place and 
just missed a Tempe Fiesta Bowl invi- 
tation by one game. 

The following season, Edwards led 
the Cougars to the WAC champi- 
onship and a trip to the Fiesta Bow] 
against Oklahoma State. 

BYU had won only one WAC title 
before 1972, since that time the Cou- 
gars have won 12 championships and 
have played in 14 post-season bowl 
games. 

Prior to 1972, BYU had averaged 
less than three wins a year. Now win- 
ning is a tradition. BYU has won 165 
games in 18 seasons. 

Edwards has been named WAC 
coach of the year five times and five 
times he has been named Kodak Dis- 

- trict Eight Coach of the Year. 

In 1984 the Cougars won its first 
football national. championship and 
along the way Edwards picked up 
Coach of the Year honors from the 
American Football Coaches, the 
Football Writers and the Pigskin 
Club of Washington, D:C. 

The BYU football program was not 
the only athletic team going through 
transition during 1972. 

The men’s basketball team saw the 
end of an era under the legendary 
Stan Watts. 

Watts coached the Cougars for 22 
years with a record of 372 wins and 
254 losses. Watts led BY U to two Na- 
tional Invitational Tournament titles 
and was inducted into the Basketball 
Hall of Fame in Springfield, Mass., in 
1986. 

The 1971-72 basketball season also 
brought to an end over 50 years of 
home hopping for the basketball pro- 


am. 

BYU’s basketball program began 
near the beginning of the century, but 
it wasn’t until 1917 that the Cougars 
joined the Rocky Mountain Faculty 
Athletic Conference and _ started 
keeping track of wins and losses. 

BYU’s road to the Marriott Center 
began on the third floor of the Train- 
ing School building on the lower cam- 
pus. 

That gym held about 700 people. 

E.L. Roberts and Alvin Twitchell 


coached the Cougars:during this pe- » 
ete SAG pee a oe % 
Roberts is credited with originat- 


ing the zone defense in basketball. 

In 1928, BYU moved its home 
games to the Women’s Gym on Uni- 
versity Avenue, where the seating 
capacity was nearly double the other 
facility. 

The Women’s Gym saw BY U’s first 
All-American, Elwood Romney, and 
coaches G. Ott Romney (1928-35), 
Edwin R. Kimball (1936, 1939-41), 
Fred Dixon and Floyd Millet (1942- 
49).

The Cougars went on the road 
again in 1946 in search of a permanent 
home court. BYU began to play its 
home games on the floor of the 
Springville High School gymnasium. 

BYU was forced out of that facility 
in 1950 and had to go searching for a 
temporary home while the George Al- 
bert Smith Fieldhouse was under con- 
struction.: The University of Utah’s 
6,000-seat Einer Nielson Fieldhouse 
became the new temporary home for 
the Cougars. 

The Cougars’ split with Utes, 2-2, 
that year and captured the conference 
championship on its way to the NIT 
title in Madison Square Garden. 

In December of 1951, BYU finally 
moved into the 10,200-seat Smith 
Fieldhouse. Coach Watts coached ev- 
ery one of the 246 games played in the 
Smith Fieldhouse over the next 20 
years. 

In December 1971, the new 23,000- 
seat Marriott Center opened with a 
sellout crowd. The arena was the 
largest on-campus basketball arena in 
the nation. 

The Marriott Center is now second 
in the nation behind the Carrier 
Dome, used by Syracuse for football 
and basketball. The Carrier Dome 
holds 28,000. 

BYU hosted the NCAA Western 
Regionals in the Marriott Center in 
the spring of 1972 and was on its way 
to record setting attendance.

In April of 1964, the BYU Games 
Center opened 20 bowling lanes and 
began a tradition which set standards 
in hosting and competing in tourna- 
ments. 

The latest honor for the team was a 
first place finish in a regional tourna- 
ment in Arizona. 

Shafter Bown was hired as Man- 
ager of the Games Center in the 
Wilkinson Center in January of 1964. 
“T was here when this building was 
nothing but cinder block,” Bown said. 
With eight years of experience bowl- 
ing and managing at the Regal Lanes, 
Bown started a bowling team for the 
1964-65 season. : 

With the advent of a team, “It was 
BYU who organized the bowling con- 
ference,” said Bown. “BYU usually 
leads out in what they do.” 

Since BYU’s first collegiate bowl- 
ing team inaugurated the bowling 
lanes in 1964, “We’ve been nationally 
ranked and we’ve gone back to the 
National Tournament,” said Bown. 
Some players tried their skill in the 
professional tours, he said. 

In 26 years of bowling, Bown 
coached a collegiate team except for 
the last two years when he changed to 
a recreational format of two men and 
two women. 

This year’s recreational team of 
Sheila Cephas, Cathy Eggleston, 
John Downing and Ed Martinelli’s 
first place finish continued the tradi- 
tion of winning bowling teams. 

When the Games Center sponsored 
a collegiate team, Bown said BYU 
had one of the largest bowling tourna- 
ments in the nation. Twenty-six 
teams attended and he said many 
teams chose this tournament over one 
in Las Vegas. 

“People like coming to BYU to com- 
pete,” said Bown, “They have a good 
time.” 

Ina BYU Tournament a few years 
ago, Arizona State and Pima College 
presented BYU with a plaque which 
reads in part, “The BYU Bowling 
Team devotes their collective efforts, 
time and energies to make this tour- 
nament the best and friendliest in the 
country.” 

Bown said bowling tournaments 
and practices drew crowds into the 
The Games Center. “We've had some 
outstanding bowlers at the Univer- 
sity.” 

Linda Greer, a team member from 
the 1965-66 and 1966-67 season 
teams, is working with Bown to or ‘ga- 
nize a bow ling team reunions.
